3X» ucd Chriſtiang)in all this whole 

Eßpiſtle, doth grauely,and ſha 

ly confute them that in his time * e 
e 
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Lawe with the Goſpell,and(as if that Chriſt 
had beene inſufficientfor vs) did teach that 
Circumciſion and the obſeruation of the 
Lawe was neceſ[arie for the Gentiles, that 
had alreadie beleeued in Chriſt. Further, he 
demonſtrateth, that the Lawe did ſubdue al 
men to thecurſe, and therefore they did ye- 
ry vnwiſely, that hoped for any bleſſing frõ 
the Lawe,, Yea, God would haue it to bee 
ſo, that all men might knowe that they 
ſhould be bleſſed and ſaued in Ieſus Chriſt : 
in whom God had promiſed the ſame ynto 
eAbrahamw, Now, when hee had confir - 
med this by the teſtimonies of the ſcripturez 
hee vſeth a ſimilitude, or example of teſta- 
ments or wills: wherein he teacheth vs, that 
they were too raſh that thought ic lawfull 
for them to doe that in the couenãt of God, 
which is ynlawful to bee done in the will of 
aman being once well confirmed & ſcaled z 
a matter worthie of our beſt conſideration: 
becauſe God was willing to comprehend 

the whole manner of our ſaluation, ynder 
the word or forme of a Will, ot coucnanrt:& 

ſuch a one, as could no otherwiſe be fulfil. 
led or ratified, but by the enſuing death of 
his onely begotten ſonnez which was an ar- 
gument of Gods goodnes, and g 
o 
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of moſt ſweet and excellent comfort. God 
was willing that his onely begotten ſonne 
(obedient to his decree, by whom hee made 
and gouerneth all things) ſhould be made 
man, and deliuered him yp to the bittet and 
ignominjous death of the Croſſe, that hee 
might adopt vs into his children, and make 
Vs Rllow inheritets of his kingdome: Euen 
vs (I fay) who, how honorable,rich or great 
ſocuer wee bee, vet ate we of out ſelues ſin- 
ners, and the ſonnes of wrath. Therefore, 
it is manifeſt that our ſaluatiõ doth proceed 

and come ynco ys from the free mercie of 
God, without any deſert of ours: And, as 

this ſcripture doth maintaine the certaintie 
of it, ſo doth it admoniſh vs of our dutie: 

which is to be cõtented with Chriſt only, & 
remember that we owe our ſelues & al that 
we haue vnto God, who hath aduanced vs 
miſerable wretches vnto the dignitie of his 
ſons. Thus much be ſpokE,as an Introducti- 
on into the Text, Now,let vs proceedinthe 
words of the Apoſtle: who doth more am- 
ply declare that which before he had ſpo- 
ken concerning the couenant of God, in 
theſe words z Aud this I ſay, that the Lare 
whichwas 403. yeares after, &c. The ſumme 
of this is, that the Couenant of God, *

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| ſo firme and ſure, that ĩt could not bee abo - 

| liſhed by the Lawe, So that the Apoſtles 

1 words are as much as if he ſhould haue ſaid 
It may be, I may ſeeme vnto many to ſpeake 
obſcurelyʒ yetI wil ſpeake truth, as the mat- 
ter it: foras God (touching his eſlence) is 
eternall, and is not changed, ſo alſo his wil is 
conſtant in it ſelfe, and his decrees are im- 
mutable. For, as faith the Prophet Eſate, 

Tai. 84. 29 In hen the Lord of Hoites hath determmed any 
thing, who ſhall diſannull it ? Whertore al- 
though God gauealawe afterwards to our 
forefathers: yet notwithſtanding , this law, 
which followed, 400 and 30 yeares after, 

. was not able to aboliſh or any way to cor- 
rupt that ancient couenant that God before 
had made with eAbrabam,and confitmed it 
by authoritie. 

The Apoſtle, heere, draweth an argu- 
ment from time: in the which (that wee may 
note this by the way) appeareth with what 
diligence the Apoſtles read & ſearched the 
ſcriptures. Many other ſuch like places we 
haue in the word of God. tenen the proto- 

Ac. martyr, in his Apologie in the ſeauenth of 
the Acts, from the ſucceſſion of time, draw- 
eth a reaſon, herby hee proues, that what 
excellent ching ſoeuer our fathers had, it

God. Our Apolile doth the like in that ſa- Ac. ij. 


mous ſermon that hee made vnto the Iewes 
at eAntiech,a Citie of dia And in his 


Epiſtle to the Romans, doth teach vs, from Rom 4. 


the circumſtance of time, that eAbraham 
was Iuſtified by faith onely, and not by cir- 
cumcifionzit being no other but a ſeal of that 
righteouſnes hee had — obtained by 
faith, In all which is propoſed a notab le In- 
ſtructiõ, ſor miniſters, to imitate this diligẽce 
of the Apoſtles: — the holy 


ſcriptures were not written by the private 


will, or motion of man;burthe whole ſcrip- 8 
ture as ſaid the Apoſtles Peter and Paul, by 2%. 
the inſpiration of the holy Ghoſt, who doth 2. Tim. 3. 


nothing taſhly, but all things with diſcreti- 16. 
on and iudgement. For, there is — ſo 
{mall in the ſcriptutes, but is verie much a- 
uaileable to our inſtruction aud comfort, if 
it be diligently conſidered. And the ſerip- 
tures are the ineſtimable riches of this trea- 
ſure: to the deſtroying and confounding 
wherof, no induftrie and endeuour of man 
is of it ſelfe ſufficient, But, arguments that 
are taken from the circumſtance of time, are 
firme and ſure, when men doe ſpeak of God 
and of the aChon of eternall ſaluationʒ — 
cauſe

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cauſe God is ſubic to no alteration , or 
change of times. For, as ſaith the Apoſtle 
Petar , One day with the Lord, is at a thouſand 
gr. : and athouſand yeares as one day, And 

eſs Chriſt, (who is conflituted & made vn- 
to vs of God the Father, the author & Medi- 
ator of ſaluation) is yeſterday, and to day, and 
the ſame for euer: He is the Lambe of God 
who was offered from the beginning of the 
World, becauſe that in his merite the aunci- 
ent fathers, who(from Adam) belecued his 
comming, were ſaued: and by him al ſo ſhal 
be ſaued to the ende of the world, all that 
— apprehend him with a true and lively 
faith. 

That this ſhould bee thus effecte d, is ne 
ceſſarie. For, if wee were iuſtifſied and ſaued 
by any other meanes then out auntient Fa- 
thers were; there would follow a double 
manner of Juſtification, and a diuerſe, or 
double meane of ſaluation: which cannot 
bezbecauſe Chriſt hath ſaide, that hee is the 
doote by whom we muſt enter into the ſo- 
ciety of his ſheep-fold;that is of his Church 
and Saluation : calling all them theeues, 
and robbers, that endeuout to clyme vp by 


405 4.12, any other meanes, To whom the Apoltles 


conſent, ſeeing they afficme no other name 
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to be giuen vnto men ynder heaven, wher- 
in wee muſt bee ſaued, but onely the name 
of leſus. This may be confirmed by diuers 
reaſons inthe word of God. Firſt, the elect, 
that are heires of ſaluation, inthe ſcriptures 
are called the children of Abrahams Now, 
how can they be ſo called, if they ſhould 
be iuftified and ſaued by any other meanes 
then Abrabam was ? Secondly, all thoſe 
things that God in times paſt hath derermi- 
ned, concerning the monarchies and king- 
domes of this-worlde, remaine firme and 
certain: forthey did ariſe & fall in that or- 
der and time, that Daniel & other Prophets 
forcſhewed they ſhould ariſe and come to 
their end. And ſhall we then think, that God 
would be ſo ynmindefull of himſelſe, that 
hee would ſet yp and pull down the Lawes 
of his kingdome, or in thoſe Lawes (for 


| mens ſalces) would alter and change any one 


of thoſe things, that by his eternall decree, 
he had determined before we were in natura 
rerũ, yea before the ſoundatiõs of the world 
were laied, Thirdly, if the Law (then the 
which the whole world neuer ſawe athin 
more magnificent, whether wee haue a rel. 
& vnto the giuing of it, full of maieſtic & 
— or the forme of the out ward worſhipʒ 
or che example of holy men, that liued vn- 
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der the diſcipline of the Lawe)was not able 
to abrogate the Couenant of eternall ſalua- 
tion, which God (in times paſt) had made 
with Abraham: then whatfooliſhneſle, yea 
rather madneſſe ſhall it bee, that in changing 
of this couenant, wee ſhould attribute any 
thing to humane traditions, which God will 
not entertaine in his worſhip; as being ma- 
nifeſſly cõdemned by authoritie both of the 
olde and newe Teſtament. Fourthly, and 
laſtly, if od himſelfe were vnwilling to 
give vntO'vs a Lawe, which ſhould aboliſh 
the auncient promiſe and covenant of A 

braham: ſhall wee then grant this to ſuper- 
ſtitious and fooliſh men, that they ſhould 
ſer downe newe meanes to attaine vnto 
ſalvation, whereby Iuſtification by faith(al- 
ready cõfitmed by the authority of the new 
Teſtament) ſhould bee aboliſhed, or any 
wav corrupted? 


Then hereby are they confuted,that de- 


fend Poperie by Antiquitieʒbut doe accuſe 


the Goſpell, and faith (that is grounded vp - 
on the onely merite of Chrilt)of noueltie. 
Beloved,if wee confider the whole matter, 
wee ſlial then ſee, that there are fewe things 
in Popetie, that deſerue the name of Anti. 


quitic: becauſe it may be ſhewed out of cre- 
dible 
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dible hiſtories, both at what time, and by 
what men the moſt part of all thoſe things 
- thatbypapiſies are eſteemed, had their be- 
ginning. Firſt, to beginne with their ſu- 
remacie : It is manifeiſ it was in the yeare 
of Chriſt, ſixe hundred & ſeauen, or i 
about:. The Apoſtles being mindefull of 
the admonition of Chtiſt, neuer thought 
ol any ſuch matter, neither amongſt their 
ſucceſſors was there any contention about 
the ſupremacie, vntill the dayes of the Em- ,, opifh 
perour CAMaxnritixs , when lohrathe Pa- [upremas 
triarke of ( vnſtantinople, an ambitious g. 
man, calling a ſynode, determined that the 
Supremacie ought to belong to the 
Church ot Conſlantinopleʒ that like as all 
the Chriftian worlde was ſubiect to the 
Emperour of that place : ſo in like 
fort all Churches ought to acknowledge 
the Patriarke of that Citie, for the vmi - 
uetſall paſtour and chiefe Prieſt, This 
| was in the yeare of Chriſt five hundred 
foureſcore and five. Againſt the ambiti- 
on of this man, Pelagius the ſecond , being 
then Biſhop of Rome, oppeſed himſelfe, 
and by lettert written to the Synode diſal- a Decret, 
lowed & aboliſhed this decree, His words Diſfinct. 
are thus recited, a Mullus Patriarcharum 9 9- 
B vniuer- CN. 
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vmiuer ſalitis vocabulo vnqua vtaturʒ Quia fi 
vmut patriare ha dmiuer ſalis dicitur, patriar- 
charum nomen ceteris aruy. That is to 
oy. Let no Parriark — vſe the word 

, of Vaiuer ſalitie; for if any be called vni- 
nerſallParriarke, the name of Patriarke, 
is taken away from the ref}. 

But when this Patriarke of /onſtav- 
tinople for all this would not ceaſe his am- 
bition, then Gregorie the firſt, (whom 
wee commonly call Gregorie the great) 
more ſtrengly oppoſed himſelfe againſt 
his pride; and by many Epiſtles written 
to the Emperour CManritins, to the 
Empreſle Conſtantia, to the Biſhoppes 
of eAlexandria and eAntioche, hee calls 
the Title of the Vaniuerſall Priefte a 
newe Title, fooliſh, proud, perverſe, 
wicked, and profane : to which if 
they did yeelde,were all one as to denie 
the faith. 

And amongſt other things, hee thus 

writes; Ege fidenter dico, quia quiſquis ſe 

Libre. s. yninerſalem ſacerdotem vocat,vel in elatione 
Epiſt. 30 (ua wocari deſiderat, antichriſtum pracur- 
rit, I ſpeake it bouldly , whoſoeuer 

calles himſelfe Vniuerſall Priefte, or 

deſites in the pride of his hearte fo 
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2 called, is the fote - runner of Anti · 
ritt. 


And that this was true, the euent af. 
rerward declared. For, this proud Patri- 
arke by his ambition gaue occaſion to 
Boniface the thirde, that was Pope next 
but one after Gregorie, that (becing puft 
vp with the like pride)he demanded, yea, 
and obtained of the Emperour Phocas; 
ſtill being imbrewed in he blood of his 
Maſter Mawritins, the ſupremacy ouer 
other Biſhoppes, that the Church of 
Rome ſhould bee called the head of all 
Churches, and all the Churches of the 
whole world, ſhould be obedient to the 
Pope of Rome. This ſame murderer 
Phocus, hated of all men for his crueltie 
ſeemes to giue conſent to the ambition of 
this Boniface,to the end he might haue the 
Romans obedient ynto him, 

But how vnluckily, and vnfortunat- 
ly, this happened tothe Church, hot one- 


| ly the euent and profaning of the holy 
; thinges and of all religion which then 


followed did declare; but alſo many fad 
and forrowfull prodigies, terrifying the 
minds and barts of men, did demonſtrate: 
all which ate tecorded in ancient hiſtories. 
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For, a burning Comet appeared, a childe 


was borne at Bixuntum having foure 
feete: another without eyes nd hands, 
whoſe inferiour parts from the loynes 


downeward , we 

all the night : God wit- 
neſſing thereby, that the ſatall time was 
now at hand, wherein the Popes or Bi- 
ſhops of Rome, who ought to follow ce- 
leſtiall things and teach all men to lift vp 
theit hearts and mindes vnto God, were 
now degenerated into four footed beaſts, 
and the Church ( . of her lights 
and of her hands, that is to ſay, deſlitute 


of faithfull Scers, truſſie guides, and vi- 


imme and floate amongſt the waves of 
the world and vnſſable alterations of ſu- 
perftitions, For,ſuch Biſhops followed, 
as troubled the whole world with greate 
warres and cruell murders,and vſurped to 
themſelves an authoririe or power ouer 
Emperours and Kings. Let the Popes of 
Rome then by their flatterers, leſuites, and 
Sewinaries, boaſt & ſpread abroad the an- 
tiquitie of their ſupremacie, which (all 
hiftories being confidered) had no being 
before the dayes of Boniface the thirde: 
neither 


ap watchmen) ſhould now as a fiſhe 
* 
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neither can they bring forth any other au- 
thor of the ſame, but onely hocan then 
whome amongſt the Emperours , that 
profeſſed the name of Chtiſt, none lined 
that was more wicked, nor more cruelly 
minded, I ſo ſpeake of him, becauſe to 
make himſelfe Emperoar (as he did) he 
murdered cM writine,his Lord and Chri- 
ſtian Emperour Is then the ſupremacie 
of the Pope ſo newe? but newer are thoſe 
things whereby ſuperſticious men doe 


meaſurereligisin oy —_— which Images. 


the worſhipping of es is chiefeſt, E- 


ueric one knoweth, that God in the olde 
Teſtament fotbade Images : and Chriſt 


teacheth ys that the ſame was ritified in 
the newe Teſtament, when hee ſaith thar 
hee came not to aboliſh the La we, or to 
breałe the commandemenrs of the Lawe, 
but ro fulfill them: co whom conſenteth 
the Apoſtle /hm;ſaying, Babes beepe your 
ſelnes from Idols, It is manifeſt in the 
Primitive Church, there were no Im1- 
get at all colerared, no not ſo much as of

C viſt. /erenext an auncient writet, about 1, lib. x. 
rhe yeare of Chriſt, 185, malceth mention cap. 24. 


of the Gnofticher, that they had the Ima- 
mages of Chriſt, which they propoſed to

thagoras, Plato and other Philoſopbers: 
but this father condemnes and reproues 
the ſame in them. Knowen is the action 
of Epiphanixs, Biſhoppe of Salamins in 
Cepres : which in an Epiſtle written to John 
the Biſhoppe of Jeruſalem (Saint Jerome 
being the Latin Tranſlater thereof) is 
thus citedz When I came ſ ſayth he) to a 
Village that was called Auablatlis, and 
there paſſed-by ,ſceing a candle burning, 
demaunding what place it was, and vn- 
derſtanding that it was a Church, I went 
in, to pray. 

Now, chere I found hanging, be- 
binde the doores of the Church, a vayle 
waſhed and painted, and hauing an 1- 
mage as it were of Chrilt or ſome other 
Saint; for I doe not well remember 
whoſe Image it was, Therefore, when 
I ſawe in the Church of Chrift, contra» 
rie to the Authoritie of the (ſcriptures, 
the Image of a man hanging, I cut it 
downe, and gaue commaundement to 
the keepers of the ſame place , that 
therewith they ſhould burie ſome poore 
man, And & little after in the ſame

Of the Lame and the Goſpell, 15 
dem loci deinceps precipere , in eccleſia 
Chrifti iſtiuſmodi vela que contra religio» 
nem noſtram veniunt, non appendi. Theſe 
things then doe demonſtrate and declare 
how the Fathers of auntient time vn- 
derſtood the commaundement of God 
concerning Images, when as Epiphari- 
w doth affirme the Images of Chriſt 
to bee againſt the authoritie of the 
ſcriptures and enemies to Chriſban re- 
ion. 

But, after the ſupremacie of the 
Popes beforeſpoken of was confirmed, 
Images alſo crept into the Church a- 
bout the yeare of Chriſt 209, by C mſtan- 
tine the firſt, for hate of the Emperour 
Philip. By which action grewe greate 
contention, in the whole Empire, and 
at the laſt was the occaſion, that the 
Greekefell from the Latine Church : In 
which ſchiſme the Turkiſh Empire en- 
creaſed, which GOD euer from that 


. daye hath vicd as his roddes and 


ſcourges ro purge the filchineſle of I- 
dolatrie, 

And yet for all this, fooliſh and ſuper- 
ſtitious men, doe recken the worſhi 
ping of Images 2 the exerci — 
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of ancient and Catholicke religion, op- 
pteſſing and burdening vs with the name 
— — becauſe wee condemne this 
ippe, and would rid it away by the 
authoritie of the worde of God. But 
now let vs come to their Maſſe, the ſup - 
porter and piller of their popiſh _ 4 
dome: The author hereof they ſayne le- 
ſus Chriſt to be, conſtantly »ffirming that 
all the Apoſtles, but eſpecially Peter and 
Tamer, celebrated the Maſſe. Now how 
friuolous this is, euerie man may eaſily 
knowe,that doch but conſider the Euan- 
glicall hiſtory and the writings of the A- 
poſtles, Chriſt inſtituted his ſupper in te- 
membraunce of his death, in that forme 
and manner, that the Apoſtles after deli- 
uered it to the Church. But what com- 
munion can this myſticall ſupper haue 
with the Maſſe, wherein the ſacrificing 
Prieſt doth all alone, eates alone, drinkes 
alone, ſpeakes alone, behaues himſcife 
like a foole in a playe. all the reſt behoul- 
ding him as an idle ſpectacle? Or hath | 
Chriſt made any mention of a ſacrifice for 
the quicke and the dead ? in the which 
notwithſtanding they fixe the chiefelt | 
vſe of their maſſe. Chriſt inſtituted his | 
ſupper | 
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ſupper in remembrance of his death: hee 


never commaunded to = to the 
dead; much leſſe to offer his bodie and 
bloud dayly for their ſinnes. 

The Maſle then is a newe Invention, 
the authors whereof are ſuperſticious men 
that haue patchtir and pieced it vp, at di- 
uers times: which (that we may omitte o- 
ther hiſtories) we wil declare out of Plati- 
va, the Popes ſecretarie. Fot he vpon the 
life of Sixtzs the fitſt thus wrires; Ia ce- 
lebratione(de cœ na domini loquitur )manda- 
unt, vt ſanttus, ſant lan, ſanftus dominus 
Deus Sabaoth, cantaretur. Theſe wordes 
were at the firſt euident and did, ſaith he, 
touch all things as it had beene inſtituted 
by Chriſt, 

Peter when hee conſecrated, vſed the 
Lords prayer.Saint Iames the Biſhoppe of 
Teruſalem encreaſed theſe myſteries: Baſil! 
encreaſed thẽ: others encreaſed chem. Firft 
he ſaith, that Peter conſecrated; a newe 
worde, whereof in thenewe Teſtament, 
vvhen there is any ſpeech of the Supper, 
the Apoſtles make no mention at all: nei · 
thet by it can any other thing be vnder- 
ſtood, but onely the reciting of the firft 
Inſtiturron and words of Chriſt ay” 

vie 


o 
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vſed when hee deliueted bread and wine 
to his Diſciples . Againe, the auntient 
fathers neuer knewe any other conſecra- 
tion bur onely that wherein common 
bread was made myſtical, and a ſacrament 
or ſigne of the bodie of Chriſt, as tou- 
ching the vſe of itz and not that the ſub- 
Rance of it was turned into the ſubſtance 
of a fleſhly body. Secondly, hee ſayeth, 
that Saint James increaſed theſe myſteriesz 
but, heereby he doth intolerable wronge: 
firſt, to the holy man; ſecondly, to all the 
Apoſtles. For firſt, if Saint James had ad- 
ded any thing to the iuſſitution of Chriſt, 
hee had beene too bolde, and alſo had 
ſinned againſt the Lawe of Chriſt, who 
had commaunded his Diſciples co teach 


g no other thing, but that which bee had 
* delyered voto them, Secondly, if the 


Apoſtles had ſuffered any ſuch matter, 
they had beene vnfaithfull in their office, 
and had neglected the Church z which 
Chriſt will haue free from burden of hu- 
mane tradit ions. But the writinges and 
actions of the Apollles doe teach vs to 
iudge farre otherwiſe of them. When 
the Corinthians had chaunged the my- 
ſicall Supper of CurriT into a luxu- 
rious 
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rious or wanton banquet z Saint Paul te- 
ſtifies, that hee delivered nothing vato 
them, but that which hee had receiued 
from Chriſt: recalling chem in ſuch ſorr 
to the firſt inſtitution, that in the hifto- 
rie thereof hee differs not one word from 
thoſe things that other Euangelifles had 
deliuered ʒ & pronounceth all them to be 


accurſed (whether they bee men or An- Gal.1.8 


gells) that durſt adde anye thinge to 
the Goſpell alteadie preached by the 
Apoflles. 

And ſhall wee then thinke , that hee 
would tolerate ſo filthy a profaning of 


the myſticall Supper, who withſtoode Gal.z 11 


Peter to the face, when hee (as tou- 
chinge the conuerſation of life) ſome- 
_ vatied from the trueth of the Goſ- 
pell? 

Moſt yaine therefore and fooliſh ,is 
all that the Popes ſpeake concerning the 
Apoftles,that they inſtituted or celebrated 
theie Maſſe. But let ys returne to Platine, 
that the vanitie hereof may be more appa- 
rant. For, when hee bad ſaide that orhers 
encreaſed it, he addethyfor, /z/e/tinus gaue 
the /ntroit Gregori the Kyrie/iſon : Sym- 
macchus the Gloria in excelſis deo: * 
the 
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the third to the ſecret of the Maſle, Q- 
rum ſolennitas hodre in conſpeitu .ne ma- 
teſtatis celebr 1twr domine Deus noſter in to- 
to orbe terrarum Alleluia was taken 
outof the Church of ſeraſalem the Creed 
in the Councell of Neece : Pelagins the 
Commemoration of the dead: Leo the 
third, Frankincenſe : Innocent the firſt, the 
kiſſing of the Pax : Sergius, the Agnus 
dei. Nicolas the firſt , the Sequences: 
Gelaſius Africanus(as ſaith Nauclerui) the 
Hymaes, Collects, Reſponſories, Graduals 
and Prefaces:lerome,the Epiſtle and Goſ- 
pell: Leo the firſt, Orate pro me fratres 
and the Deo pgratias, the Cannon alſo 
ſanctum ſacrificium immaculatam hoſtiam, 
Ce. Now, beloued, if all theſe thinges, 
which Platina and others affirme to haue 
beene inſtituted at diuers times, and by 
ſundry men, were taken from the Maſſe, 
hat I beſeech you would be therein re- 
maining, that ſhould deſerue the name of 
a maſſe or a ſacrifice? Why then ſhould 
that be called an ancient faith or religion, 
whoſe chiefe foundation being firſt layde 
many yeares after Chtiſtes Aſcenſion into 
heauen, was afterward confirmed by new 
rubbiſh being added vnto itꝰ mk 
c 
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But admit, that ſome of thoſe things, 
of the which wee haue bithento ſpoken, 
being added to the ioſtitut ion of Chriſt, 
are in ſome ſort tolerable: yer cur aurci- 
ent fathers were alrogether ignorant of 
the Corporall preſence of Chriſt in his 
Supper, and tranſſi bſtantiation of bread 
into his body, whereupon the authoritie 
of the Maſſe depends. 

T he firft diſputation hereof was in the gu 
yeare of gtace 844. as may bee gathered 
out of the bookes of Fertram, which he 
writ at the commaundement of Carola: 
Calvxs concerning that matter. Then 
Sergius the ſecond, who was the firſt that 
changed his pame ſate in the Romiſh en Se 
For, whereas before hee was Pope he wa . 
called Os porci, (wines-movuth : hee then 
tooke vpon him the name of Sergias by 
which action God was willing to teſtifie 
to the whole world, What a boare ſhould 
come out of the Forreſt, whom Dauidaf · Pal 80. 
firmes to be the defiroyer and watter of *3 
the Church;and that the time of defecti- 
on was at hand, wherein they that by 
baptiſme had giuen their names vnto 
Chriſt, by denying him ſhould follow af- 
ter ſuperſtitions. For, ten yeares after aſ- 


cende d 


Apec. iv. beganne to ſhewe her ſelfe whereof 
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cended into that place a womaniſh harlot 
to be Pope, hauing to name Jobs the 
eight, or rather Jeane the firſt. God ma- 
niteſtiog thereby, that now that harlot 


Chriſt had prophecied in the Reue- 
lation. 

But as yet they were not able to 
perſwade all men to worſhippe this 
their newe Idoll : but alwayes GOD 
ſent ſome to teſtiſie of the truth, vn- 
till in the yeare of Chiiſt 1215, vnder 
Innocentins the thirde in the Councell 
of Lateran there was a decree made 
concerning Tranſubſtantiation, which in 
the Decretals is thus reade; Nu eff fidels- 
um vninerſalis eccleſia, extra quam nul. 
lus omnino ſalnatur : in qua idem ipſe ſa» 
cerdos oft ſacriſicium, Ieſus Chriſtus, cu- 
ius corps & ſanguis in ſacraments alta» 
ris ſub ſpeciebus panis & vin veraciter 
continenturʒ tranſubſtantiatis pane in cor- 
pus, & vino in ſanguinem, poteſtate dining: 
vt ad perficiendum myſterium vimitatis ac 
cipiamus ip/i de ſuo, quod accepit ille de no-

| Thereis one vniuerſall Church of 
the faithfull, without which aone a 
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bee ſaued: wherein the Prieſt himſelſe 
Chriſt Teſus is the ſacrifice, whoſe bodie 
and blood in the ſacrament of the Al- 
tar vnder the formes of bread and wine 
are truely contained z the bread be- 
Ing tranſubſtantiated into his bodie, and 
the wine into his blo ud, by a divine pow- 
er: & that the vnitie of this myſterie might 
be effected, wee receiue from him that 
which he tooke from vs. 

Inthe ſame Councell alſo was con- 
ſtituted Auticular confeſſion : whereby 
menof euety ſtate and degree being faſt 
chayned together as with fettets and 
linkes of Iron, durſt never ſpeake a- 

ainſt the decrees of the Romiſh Church, 

enne yeares after that, Honorins the 
thirde , commaunded Carke places, or 
Cheſſes to bee made, wherein the bread 
alreadie conſecrated (or rather as they 
ſpeake tranſubſtantiated into the bodie 
of Chriſt) was reſerued to bee worlhip- 
ped: which without all doubt are thoſe 


ſecret places whereof Chriſt ſpeakes, 31 
commaunding vs not to heleeue them, ,z, 


— ſhewe vs Chriſt to be contayned in 
em. 

And to fulfill and fiaiſh all this 
ſuper.

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vlan 4. fi rſtition, Urban the fourth in honour 
inuented of this ſacrament, at the requeſt of a Re- 
the Feaſt cluſe (with whom, in times paſt, hee had 


of 1 beene overmuch familiar) invented the 
Chr fe. — Feaſt, which they call Cora 
1264. iti. Who is it then that can affirme 
the whole worſhippe of the Maſſe to be 
auncient, ſeeing it hath not alwaies beene 
inthe Church? neither bath it beene iuſli- 
tuted and receiued at one time] but, being 
brought in by little and little, was aug- 
mented with neue additions dayly. 8 
to that to the Maſle neither leſſe nor more 
hath happened then to pilgrimes ſcrippe 
ot to an old cloake of a begget, that beg» 
geth from doore to doore : vpon ſuch a 
Cloake, the elder that it is, the mote pat- 
ches doe they ſet vpon it; ſo that in time, 
nothing is ſeene, but heere a little peece, 
& there another of the cloath whereofft 
was firſt made. And this clothe is ſovſed, 
ſo waſted, ſo diſcoloured , and fo without 
being, that it no way appeareth to be that 
which it was. In this cloake are not ſeene 
but patches of cloth corrupt and rotten, 

very ill placed and worſe ſowed together 

ſo that it cauſeth loathing to thoſe that 

haue bin delicately brought vp. Such _ 

er 
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ther cloake is the Popiſh. Maſſe , The 
cloath whereof it was made, was the Sup- 
per of the Lord: which, men not celebta- 
ting according to the inſtirurion of Chriſt, 
waxed olde, loſt it colour, being nothing 
worth, Then commeth one and caſteth a 
vnto it: afterwarde, comes another 
andcafteth voto it, &c. So that now it is 
not the Supper of the Lord, but the maſſe 
ol the Pope : now it is not the robe of an 
honourable man, but the cloak ofa ſhame- 
leſſe begger. In concluſion, their Maſſe 
is theit Helen, for whom they trouble the 
whole world. 
What wee haue ſpoken of all the afore · 
ſaid popiſh trumperies, the like may alſo 


bee ſaide of the Inuocation of Saints: Inuocg- 


which they can prooue by no teſtimonie 
nor example of the ſcripture. For, by the 
ſeripture wee ate taught to inuocate one 
God, through the onely Mediator Chriſt 
Ieſus : neither hath any one of the Saints 
either of the olde ot newe Teſtament, be- 
ing alive; prayed vnto any of the Saints ig 
heauẽ. Now the Leyturgie(h¹ich Duran 
du makes to be twofolde: to wir, the . 
ier & the minor) is alſo confeſſed to be in- 
ſtituted by mea:the wy by Mamerins — 
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der the raigne of Zeno, in the yeare of 
Chriſt foure hundred foure-ſcore and tenz 
the other by Cregorie the great, in the 
yeare of Chriſt five hundred foureſcore 
and tenne. The hymne of Salve regina, 
was made by Hermannus Contractuue and 
Gregorie the ninth commaunded it to 
bee ſung to the prayſe of the Virgin at 
certaine houtes of 1 day in the yeare 
of Chrift 124t. The verie ſame may 
bee ſpoken of the whole worſhippe of 
the Saints: which how greatſocuerir is, 
yet it is nothing but onely the invention 
of ſuperſtitious men. 
Bur, if wee ſhould come ynto other 
ints of their popiſh religion, as of mon- 
iſh orders, choyſe of meates, fingle life 
of their Prieſts, fire of Purgatorie, Preys 
er for the dead, ſatisfactions, popi 
pardons , and multitudes of ſuch mat- 
ters; it would then appeare, that they 
were all the inuentions of man, and 
-had their beginning when the pure doc- 
trine of the trueth was for the moſt part 
extinguiſhed, by the corruptions & tra- 
ditions of men. In concluſion then, if the 
lawe, which was 400 and go yeares after 
the promiſe, was not able to diſannull the 
coue- 
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couenant that was confirmed before of 


| God in reſpe& of Chriſt, to make the 
promiſe of none effect; much leſle the 


Popes ſupremacie ,the worſhipping of I- 
mages, the ſacrifice of the Maſle, the inuo- 
catio of Saints, or any popiſh ſuperſtition 
what ſoeuet (hall be able to corrupt, abro- 

te or diſannull it, but that the promiſe 
ſhould bee performed to the ſecede of A- 
braham ; that is, to the faichfull in all 
ages. 

Thar then, which wee our ſelues muſt 
hold concerning faith onely juſtifying, & 
the ſole ſaviour Chtiſt leſus, is ail groun- 
ded vpon the eternall couenant of God, 
which in the beginning was made with 
our firſt parents: Secondly, renued with 
eAbrah.im: Thicdly, ſet forth by the Pro- 
phets: Fourthly, confirmed and fulfilled in 
the death of the Sonne: And laſtly, divul- 
ped by the miniſtrie of the Apoſtles, 
through the whole world. T his faith was 
kept by all thoſe that pleaſed and ſerved 
God beforethe comming of Chriſt in the 
fleſh; the martyrs ſealing the ſame with 
their bloud. Who the ci deny, but that the 
Papilts doe wickedly & ſhamefully ſladet 
vs, who tax vs with nouelty, becauſe they

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would vnder a lying title of antiquitie to 
thruſt vpon the common ſort their popiſh || in 
ſuperſtitious: which indeed are newe, and bi 
altogether ynknowen vnto Antiquitie. pe 
But it is more then time for vs to come | of 
to our Apoſtle: who, being about to con- gi 
firme that which before hee had ſpoken, ¶ xi 
ſaythzfor, if the enheritance be of the law, pa 

it is no more by promiſe: but God gaue the 
inheritãce to Abrabã by — which || an 
word the Apoſtle oppoſeth the law & the (vt 
promiſe one againſt another, as things cõ- Þ wi 
trarie, and divided, which cannot ſtand to— || vw 
ther in the cauſe and action of our Iuftifi- to 
| cation. For, the lawe requireth workes, co 
Lev. 18.5 ſaying, Ou! fecerit iſta pracepta, vixet in e- ele 
e hee that ſhall doe theſe commaunde- ja 
ments, ſhall liue in them: but the promiſe N. 
requires that wee ſhould beleeuey neither it 
is it apprehended by auy other meanes 
then by faith, Therefore, as merite and 
N grace cannot ſtand together : no more 
cat the lawe and the promiſe. To ſette 
| forth the ſenſe of the words, we wil frame 
this argument; If wee deſerue the inhe- 
ritance of life by the workes of the lawe, 
then it is not obtained freely, nor by faith 
onely. But God gaue the inheritance yn- 
to 
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to eAbraham by promiſe, Therefore, this 
inheritance comes ynto ys not- by merite, 
but by the free promiſe of God. The A- 
poſtle cõfirmes this argument by the word 
of Lining whereby is vnderſtood a free 
gift : and euerie free gift excludes all me- 
rit of every worke wharſocuer on our 
art. 
: Againe, the Apoſtle fitly vſeth the ex- 


ample of Abraham z becauſe hee did not 


ſuſtaine a private but a publike petſon, in 
whom God was willing to propoſe to the 
whole world an example of all that were 
to bee ſaued, cogether with an aſſured & 
common meanes of ſaluation to all the 


elect. The Apoſtle handling this example 
in the Romanes, after the ſame ſaith thus: Rom. 
Now it was not writte for him onely, that 23.24 


it was imputed to him for righteouſneſſeʒ 
but alſo * vs, to whom it ſhal be imputed 
for righteouſnes, which beleeue in him 
that tayſed vp Ieſus our Lord from the 
dead:which was the very cauſe that thoſe 
promiſes that were made vnto Abraham 
are extended vnto the ſeede of Abrahen 
that is, vnto all the poſteritie of Gods 
children. For, vnleſſe it were fo, there 
would bee no profic of that ſacred and 
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holy hiſtorie. But at this inflantthe A- 


poſtle doth thus ſtrongly vrge this ex- 


ample of e Abraham,that he might preſſe 
and beate to the ground the haut ineſſe of 
the confidence of the Icwes: who where- 
as they boaſted themſelues to bee the 
children of eAbraham, yet would they 
not enter into the inheritaunce promi- 


ſed, by the faith that Abraham did: 


The Apoſtle therefore teacherh them, 


that whilſt they vrged the right eouſueſſe 
of the lawe, they did (as much as in them 
lay) truſtrate and make voyde the couenãt 


and promiſe of God, in which all their 


dignitie did conſiſt. 


As this was an errour in the Tewes, fo | 


is it no leſſe in the Papiſts, who would be 
accounted the onely worſhippers of the 
Saints, and the maintainers of their glo- 
rie. For, whileſt that they enuiouſſy 
contend againſt vs for the ſame, they 
doe cuert and confound their doctrine, 


and doe very farre vary from the exam- 
ple of faith and life, wherein the Saints | 


went before vs. 
But, if they will maintaine the cauſe 


of the Saints; why doe they not heare 
the Apoſtles? who knewe no other 


thing

and ſaying; Whatſoeuer hee ſayeth vnto 


you, doe it. Hee himſelfe commaundes Mat 1: 28 
all that doe labour and ate heauie loa- Loh.

den, to come vnto him; teſtifying bim- 
ſelfe onely to be the way whereby we 
muſt come vnto the Father, All this 
truely conſidered, then I conclude thus; 
that our iuſtification and ſaluation is 
by the Apoſtles ſo aſcribed voto the 
free mercie of GOD, performed to 
vs-warde in Chriſt, that from thence is 
excluded the wholelawe, with all the me- 
tit of our one workes, But, our aduer- 
ſaries will obiect and ſay: If the lawe doe 
not iuſtiſie, and that we muſt not hope for 
ſaluation by the law, why bath God given 


alawe? Againe, if faich onely iuſtific,and hy the 
that our auntient fathers were juſtifi Ir wes 
ed and ſaued by faith, what neceſſitie was Cue. 


there thatthere ſhould be alaw given to 
poſterities afterward ? For, what hinde- 
rance was there, but that wee as well 
C4 as 
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as they might be ſaved wighout a laweꝰ A- 
gaine, if we be now ſaued without a lav, & 
(forſaking the la we) vpon neceſſitie mult 
come ynto Chriſtʒ then vainely hath God 
juen and deliuered a lawe afterwarde, 
or, thus the naturall and carnall man (if 
hee doe abuſe any thing, and therefore be 
accuſed ) is alwayes accuſtomed to con- 
demne the ſame, and caſt ic away as a mat- 
ter hurtfull and vnprofitable. Neither 
doth hee make any other vſe of good and 
neceſſarie things, then drunken men doe 
of their wine. For, if thou accuſe a drunken 
man for the immoderate and exceſſiue a- 
buſe of wine, hee preſently will make an- 
ſwere and ſay; If it be not lawfull for me 
to drinke, why hath God giuen wine vn- 
to v why doe wee receiue ſo plentiſull a 
vintage from him? as if there were no o- 
ther vſe of wine, but for their drunken» 
neſſe. The ſame doe our aduerſaries in 
thinges belonging to Religion, For, te- 
prooue them that doe binde Chritts cor- 


porall preſence to the ſacrament : and 


they will preſently make anſwere and ſay; 
If Chriſt be not corporally preſẽt, to what 
Purpoſe were ſacraments giuen ? where- 
fore hath God ſpoken — ſuch a man- 

; ; ner? 


— 
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ner? Might hee not haue ſpoken more 
ſimplie, and plainely, chat we ſhould haue 
taken his words otherwiſez ſhall we now 
reproue God of a lye,or affirme him to be 
a deceiuet, ſuch a one as is willing to 
beguile with magnificall words? Agaiae, 
they doe the like, that binde ſaluation to 
the merite of theit workes. For, accuſe 
them ot error, preſently they will afficme, 
that wee alcogether denie, and tread yn- 
der foote good workes : becauſe they 
knowe no other ende nor vſe thereof, 
but that which they haue inuẽted in their 
owne braineſicke humour . Like vato all 
theſe, was the conhdence of the Iewes, & 
of ſuch as by them were deceiued in the 
time of the Apoſtle: from whom were of. 
ten heard theſe words Hath not G OD 
given vs a lawe? Then, hat is the vſe of 
the lawe , if faich onely iuflifie ? and if 
the lawe bee nothing auaileable to lalua- 
tion, wherefore (as ſayeth my text) then 
ſerueth thelawe? Is it not altogethet vn- 

profitable and 2 'y To chis que- 

ſtion, and fo to all the reſt that ate ioyned 

to it, the Apoſtle in ſewe words making 

anſwere ſaith, It was added for ttanſgreſ- 
ſion, till che ſeede came vnto the which 

the 
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the promiſe was made, Heere the Apo- 
ſtle expoundeth that which before he bad 
= Namely, that the couenant of 
was not able to bee fruſtrated by 
the lawe that followed, 400. and 30 
after; for, hee ſayth that the lawe 
was added ynto the promiſe or coue - 
nant. Now, that which is added vnto a 
a thing, is added not to aboliſh it, but to 
confirme it. And therefore, the Apotile 
writing to the Romanes affirmeth, that 
Rom. . the lawe entred, for this purpoſe, that 
the fault of our ſinne, might bee appa- 
rent vnto vs j and that —— know. | 
ing the horror thereof, might flee vnto 
the promiſe of the freemercie of God | 
made vnto vs in Chriſt. Againe, when | 
hee ſaieth that the lawe was added vn- 
tothe promiſe , hee manifeſily thereby 
teacheth vs, that in the action of our ſal- 
uation the chiefeſt part thereof is due to 
the free promiſe ot couenant of GOD: 
vnto which, the lawe was added, not to a- 
boliſh or take it away; but to be ſeruice- 
able vnto it, & more to confirme it. And 
thus the Apoſtle doth reproue the ig - 
noraunce of the Iewes, who did not 
diftinguiſh betweene the lawe and the 
promiſe 
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promiſez and therefore attributed vnto 
the lawe, that which indeede was due 
and belonging ynto the promiſe of God, 
Heere then obſerue, that this confu - Ne. 
ſion is the occaſion of all errots in the 
matter or cauſe of our eteruall ſaluation. 
For, wee are all by nature finners, ſubiect 
to condemnation : but God, pitying vs, 
in his eternall decree appointed Chriſt Ie- 
ſus to be our Sauiour, in whome hee hath 
elected vs before the world was made or 
created: promiſed him yntoour firſt pa- 
rents:after that to Abrabam and other Fa. 
thers; that thereby hee might ſhe w vs, that 
ſaluation comes vnto men from the free 
mercie of God. Afterwarde, hee gaue 8 
lawe: not becauſe the promiſe and coue- 
nant was defedive or imperfet, or 
that hee would aboliſh the ſame but 
onely to admoniſh them of their dutie, 
whoalready were heires of theſe promi- 
ſes and of free ſaluation. But, as the Iewes 
(in times paſt) not obſeruing the order ai 
God, ſuppoſed that this inheritance came 
from and by the la we, altogether negle- 
Ring the promiſe : So in like ſort doe 
the Papiſtes, who doe impure ſaluati- Ve 
on yntothe merit of their owne — 
vw 
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which is all one as if a ſonne ſhuld auouch 

himſelfe to bee his fathers heire, by the 

merite and deſert of Obedience, and 

ſhould denie himſelfe ro bee an heire 

borne, The ſame error is commirted by 
mam in the Sacraments. The chiefeſt 

Bap tiſme. points of the Sacrament of Baptiſme are 
theſe, The grace of Adoption, Waſhing a- 

way of our ſinnes, Regeneration and Re- 
nouation of the whole man. The duetie 

of the commer is this: faith is required of 
the baptized, and they are admoniſhed of 

their duetie, namely to leade and liue a life 
beſeeming their Chriſtian profeſſion. Now 

Aosbes- the Anabapriſies(a contentious and ſtub- 
* borne kinde of men) doe pauſe (nay, fand 
ſtill and ſlicke) vpon this laſt point; and 

becauſe they ſee, that faith and the obedi- 

ence of faith haue not as yet any place in 

Infants, therfore they exclude them from 
baptiſme: neuer obſeruing that the more 
principall and chiefe points take roote & 

place in them, to wit, the grace of adopti- 

on, waſhing away of ſinnes by the blood 

of Chriſi, Regeneration, and other things 

that make vs heires of eternall ſaluation. 
Fot, if they did but perceive this, then 

would they conclude with the Apottle 

Petey 
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Peter and ſay, Can any man forbid water, 
— — nn 
Ghoſt, ſhould be baptized as well as they 
thac are well growen? 
Thelike is the error about the myſti- 

» callSupper of Chriſt, The chiefeſt point TheLords 
therin,is the remEbrance of his death. For Supper. 
Chriſt himſelt,when he inſtituted it, ſhew. 
eth, and the Apoſtle afterward commen- 
deth this to be the proper ende and vſe of 
it. Now, vnto this is ioyned the commu- 
nion of the bodie and blood of Chriſt 
wich his Church, the ſcaling of our Re- 
demptionzadmoniſhing ys continually of 
our duetie, that wee ſhould nor onely ab- 
ſtaine from firange ſacrifices, but alſo im- 
brace mutuall peace and loue together: 
All which, that we — truely and wil- 
lingly performe, Chriſt (in a ſacramentall 
manner of ſpeech) hath called the breade 

his bodie; and the wine, the blood of the 

newe Teftament. Now, our aduerſariet 

(che Papiſts) cleauingro the laſt wordes, 
doe contende and diſpute about the pre · 
ſence of the body of Chriſt, and corporall 
eating of the ſame : and thus haue they 

made an Inſtrument of diuiſion & diſtra- 
Aion of that which ſhould be the bond 


of 
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of Chriſtian concord . Theſethings then 
doe admonith vs, that in euerie matter we 
ſhould haue a reſpeR vnto that which is 
the chiefeftz referring all the reſt, vnto 
ſuch a ſcope, that will not ſuffer ys to 
decline from the truth. But, let vs returne 
to the expoſition of our textzin the which 
are three things to be conſidered. Firſt, 
why the lawe was added to the promiſe? 
Secondly, how long the lawe was to con- 
tinue? Thirdly and laſtly, by whome and 
how the lawe was giuen and delivered. 
As touching the firſt, the Apoſtle faith 

it was added for trangreſſions. This may 
bee taken two manner of waies, Saint 
Terome referres it to the Fathers that a» 
bode not inthe couenantʒ but being cor- 
rupted with the ſuperſtitions of Egypt, and 
drowned in all manner of ſinnes, made 
themſclues like vuto the heathen, whome 
GOD had caſt out before their eyesz 
and therfore muſt be bridled,and reduced 
into the way by a lawe. From which, this 
ſentence ſeemes to take his beginning, 
Ex malis moribus bone leges nate ſunt. Nowy 
S. Auguſtine he takes this to be ſpoken 
more generally z and ſaieth, that the lawe 
was added to teptoue tranſgreſſions, and 
to 
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to humble the proud & confident minds 

of the Iewes. For, becauſe they bragged, & 

boaſted themſe lues in their natluitie, as if 

from thence they had naturall righteouſ- 

neſſe, it was neceſſarie ſaith he to humble 

them by a lawe ; applying vnto them the | 

ſaying of the Apoll, Quernnque lex di- Rom. 305 

eit, s qui ſub lege ſunt, dicit. Whatſocuer, 

the laweſpeakes, it ſpeakes to them that 

are vnder the law. Which opinion of Saint 

Angnſtine comes neere vnto the minde of 

the Apoſtle: who teacheth vs that by the 

lawe we are conuicted, that we might haue 

our recoutſe ynto Chriſt, who hath deliue- 

red vs from the curſe ofthe law. And ther- 

fore ſaith Saint Ambroſe,in his firft booke Ambrod. 

againſt Auxentins;luſti fides nom lex facit: lb. 3. in 

23 non eſt per legem Iuſtitia, ſed per fidem. — 
ith and not the law makerharighteous * 

man:for,righteouſnes is not bythe law, ut 

by faith. That the lawe doth thus manifeft 

our corrupti6,the Apoſtle demonſttateth: Rom, 9.7. 

ſaying,I knew not fin but by the law: & a & 9-10, 

licte further; I was once alive without the 

> law;bucwhenthe commandement came, 

| finreuiued,and I was dead. And again: the Rom. g. 20 

* hwe entred, that the offence ſhould a- 

bound. Therefore the vſe of the lawe 
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is to manifeſt and reproue our ſinnes, that 
men might be brought to the knowledge 
of their owne guilt. For, becauſe we flatter 
out ſelues in our ſinne, therefore wee will 
not willingly acknowledge ſinne to bee 
in our ſelues, but delice in our finneyn- 
till we feel our ſelues conuicted thereof in 
our conſciences. 

Therefore as the law doth not aboliſh 
the promiſe, which is the Goſpell ir ſelfe: 
ſo the Goſpell doth not condemne the 
lawe or the doctrine thereof, but rather 
delivers the true vſe of it. For, the lawe of 
it ſelf is good, & holyzfioally, the teacher 


of true righteouſnes, becauſe it bringeth 


vs wholy vnto God, and to our neighbor: 
But by our oe corruption t comes to 
paſſe, that wee doe not onely diſobey the 
lawe, but our defires ate accuſtomed to be 
prouoked aad ſer on fire by the comman- 
dements of the lawe. Which wickedneſſe 
of our nature, the Poet acknowledging 
bath ſaid, Nitimur in vetitum ſemper, cupi- 
muſque neg ata. Whetefore, we ate not to 
male this vſe of the lawe, as that by the 


ſame we ſhould be iuſtified and ſaued:(tor 
ſaith Saint Auguſtineʒ Lex data eſt, vt gra ·

this place obſcurely and briefly touch, hee 
actex ward in the 23 verſe of this Chapter 
doth more apparently ſet downe: ſaying, 
that the Tewes before faith came, were 
kept vnder the lawe, and ſhut vp vnto 
that faith , which ſhould afterwarde bee 
revealed. And in the Epheſians it is ſaid, 
thatthe partition wall of the law is taken 
away from the Gentiles,that hitherto had 
been ſtrangers from the Common- wealth 
of Iſtaell, and now called voto the faith; 
that of lewes and Gentiles there might be 
one Church of Chriſt Ieſus. For which 
cauſe, aſterward it was called a Catholicke 
Church,by reaſon it was extended to the 
eleft,of all ages and places, 

Now as touching the doctrine and vſe 
hereof, the Apoſtle doth teach vs that 
they doe offend and ſinne, that extend the 
lau beyond the bound of it, & now ſeeing 
the true ſee de Chriſt Ieſus is already come 
as re ſlil willing to thruſt the la vp6 Gods

That therefore, x hich the Apoſtle dothin

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doth plainely ſhewe that the law didprofit no- 
thing:ſering it ſaith that Corift gane himſelf 
that he might ſuffer for vt, that he might Iu- 
ferfie vs whom the law made gnilty:that being 

delinered fri the lawe by the faithof (briſt, 
wee ſhould bee no longer ſinners, but righte» 

ons, by our ſecond birth the children of God. 


But ſome obiect againſt this and ſay, Obie, 


that Chriſt (whilſt hee lived vppon the 
earth) kept the lawez and therſore, contra- 
rie to the example of Chtiſt. they bring in 
a damnable libertie of ſinne, who doe af- 


firme the lawe to bee abrogated. But to Chy;f 
this Iaunſwere, that Chriſt indeede kept failed 
the whole lawe, becauſe hee became ſub- the lar. 


ject vnto it, when he was made man of the 
_ and the la we had not as yet attai- 
to his full end, which followed onely 
inthe death of Chriſt, by whoſe merite 
and power the vaile of the Temple tent 
aſunder that all men might knowe, that 
the * worſhip was now aboliſhed. Se- 
condly, Chriſt kept the law, not by con- 
ſtraint but willingly, not fot himſelfe but 
for vszthat be might both free vs from the 
intolerable yoake & burden of the law, & 
alſo might abrogate that ſorrawful ſen- 
ence of condemnation which the lawe 
denounced againſt vs: becauſe ſo long as 
I. . 
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the ſame endured, bleſsing and ſaluation 
whereof he is the meane for vs, could take 
no root in vs, Nether by this is there ope- 
ned any window for the libertie of fin. For 
alchovgh they that are in Chriſt are to 
feare no more condemnation from the 
la yet is there remaining a dutie of obe- 
dience,wherunto we muſt al wayes be ſub- 
iet, & whichthey onely truely & hartily 
performe, that are endued with a true and 
lively faith. Now, we come vnto the third 
part of this place, whereinis ſhowed, by 
whom & how the law was giuenzof which 
the Apoſtle doth inſuch ſore ſpeake, that 
therby we may vnderſtand, how far more 
excellent the Goſpell is then the law:thar 
therby ic may be manifeſt how much they 
are deceiued, thar ſecke for righteouſneſle 
and ſaluation in the law. Of this point the 
Apoſtle auerreth two things: firſt, that 
it was ordained and giuen by Angels,or as 
Stemen ſpealces, by the diſpoſition and mi- 
niftrie of Angels. And being thus giuen, 
ypon neceſſitie it muſt bee glorious : Bur, 
much more —— is the Goſpel, becauſe 
it was preached by the onely ſon of God 
Chriſt Ieſusʒ by the which argument the 
Apoſtle commends the docttine of Chriſt 

Into 
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vnto vs in the beginning of his Epiſtle to 
the Hebrews, Therfore as much as Chriſt Neb.... 
doth excell the Angels, fo far doth the 
Goſpell excell the law. Neither is this a- 
ny hinderance vnto the compatiſon, That 
God when hee gaue the la we did ſpeake. 
For in holy ſcripture oftẽtimes doth God 
ſpeak to men by the minifiry of Angels. 
But ſome will obiect, & ſay, why might Obiecti. 
not the Goſpel be preached by an Angel? 
but ypon neceſſitie the Son of God muſt 
come into the world to be the preacher of 
itꝰ To this Tanſwere: lathe law are contai- 
ned precepts with promiſes &threatnings: 
al which might haue been propoſed by an 
Angel. But the Goſpel hath init nat onely 
precepts of faith and promiſes of ercrnall 
ſaluation, but it beſtowes life and ſaluation 
itſelſe vpon vs. For it is the power of God Nom 144 
to ſaluation to euety one that beleeuethalt 
is the word of reconciliation and of eter · Cor. , 
nall life. So that truly hath the Angell ſpo- 18. 
ken of Peter the teacher of Cornelius; He Ad. 10.6. 
ſhall ſpeake vnto thee words herby thou 


and all thy houſe ſhall be ſaued. Finally, 
with the Goſpel is the enhericance 
of ſaluationand of the kingdom of God. 
Now, theſe things are of ſuch ſort, that 
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they cannot be giuen vnto 2 the bene - 
fitte of an Il or any other creature 
whatſoever, For, how can he make them 
the heires and ſonnes of God, who is nei- 
ther ſonne nor heire himſelfe, but adop- 
ted by grace? Therefore that the authoti- 
tie of the Goſpel m ght be fitme and cer- 
taine, it was neceſlorie to bee preached by 
the eternall ſonne of God. Cirillut makes 
an excellent difference betweene the lawe 
and the Goſpell . Firſt, ſaith he, the lawe 
condemned the world, and ſubdued all 
men rightly & juſtly, to curſing : But the 
Saviour freed the world tor he came not to 
iudge but to ſaue the world t Secondly, 
although the law graue grace to the know 
ledge, of the true God, recalling men from 
the worſhip of Idol, and om to diſ- 
cerne good from euillꝭ yet it did not effect 
this perfectly indeede, but onely in part. 


But the grace and truth of the onely be- 


gotten ſonne doth give vs good things,

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circumciſion of the fleſh which(as faith our 
Apoſtle)is nothing: but Chriſt brought in 
the circumciſion of the heart and the ſpirit 
by faich. Fiftly, the law baptizeth the that 
are waſhed in water: but Chriſt baptizerh 
with the holy Ghoſt, and with fire, Sixtly, 
the law broght vs into a tabetnacle, which 
was a figure of true things to come. But 
Chriſt hath brought vs into heauen,& in - 
toatabernacle, which not man but God 
hath created. Seuenthly, the law brought 
no petfediõ of good things: but the doc- 
trine ofthe Golpel bringeth full and abſo- 
lute bleſsing. And laſtly, Moſer by the law 
condemnes the whole world: but the Son 
deliners the world frõ the curſe of the law; 
& with the multitude of his mercy heals & 
cures the ſicknes & maladie of the world, 


Like as Moſes brought the children of I. Theo de- 


raell out of Egypt, but Joſus into the Land ret. 
of promiſe:ſlo the la brings men vato a 
ſight of their ſins: but the grace of the goſ- 
— brought vs into the kingdom of 


ve. Aud therfore ſaith S. Chryſoſt. Ego Chryſo- 
quado lego Euangeliũ, c video ibi teſtimona tome, 


de lege, teſtimonia de tis, ſolũ chriſt um 


cd idero. Fot, y Goſpel ſaith I heod. ſhewerh 
the reconciliation of God : the deftruQis 7 - 
— 
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of the diuell : the remiſsion of finnes : the 
departure of death: reſurrection frem the 
dead: life eternall, and the kingdome of 
heauen : ſor the ſcope and ende of the 
Goſpell is the ſaluation of men, So that as 
well by the teſtimonies of Antiquitie, as 
alſo by the ſcriptures, we may ſee plainely 
how far more glorious the Goſpell is then 
the lawe. The ſecond thing that the Apo- 
file ſpeakes concerning the lawe, it, that ic 
was giuen iu or by the hand of a Media- 
tor. Thus he cals Meyſes who in the gi- 
uing of the law was vſed as a mediator be- 
tweene God and the people. For, when 
the people were not able to endure the 
voyce of God, then God was willing to 
make him an interpreter of the lawe: and 
God tendering the peoples infirwitie cal · 
led Moſes vnto himſelfe, to whom he did 
not onely declare his la by word, but al- 
ſo writ downe the ſumme of the ſame in 
Tables of ſtone, and gave them to Moſer 
to bee deliuered to the people. That this is 
the true ſenſe of this place —_— the 
words of Moſes himſelfe which hee ſpake 
vnto the Iſraelites, ſaying : When ye 
the voyce out of the midſt of the darknes 
(forthe Mountaine did burne with — 
then 
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then yee came to me all the chiefe of your 
Tribes and Elders and ſaid, Beholde the 
Lord our God hath ſhewed vs his glorie 
and his greatnes, and wee haue heard his 
voyce out of the midſt of the fire, &c, And 
afterward, if wee heare the voice of the 
Lord our God any more we ſhal die. For, 
whatfleſh was there euet that harde the 
voice of the living God out of the midſt 
of the fice as we haue, and lined?Goe thou 
therefore, and heare all thatthe Lord our 
God ſaith: & declare thou vnto vs all that 
the Lord our God ſaithynto thee : and we 


will heare it and doe it. Heere then ob- Ne 


ſerue the infirmitie and weakenes of man, 
and how far we ate from God ſeeing wee 
ate not able to endure the maieſtie and 
brigbtnes of Angels. Neither did the If- 
roelites onely endure and ſuffer this, but 
the like examples we finde in the parents 
of Samſon, in Daniell that man of deſires, 
in the welbeloued Diſciples of Chriſtz 
whom the taſte of Gods maieſtyſhining in 
Angels did ſo terrific, that they fell to the 
ground, and wiſt not what they ſaid. This 
onely argument then is ſufficient to con. 
vic the papiſts, who truſt vnto the ſtrẽ geh 
of theit free will, and the merite of their 

workes. 
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workes, But to let them paſſe, and come 
vnto our ſelues ʒ we arc hereby taught to 
embrace the goodneſſe of God, who for 
vs miſerable and vnworthy wretches ſo 
far abaſed himſelfe that he (peakes vnto vs 
by cucrie manner of meanes. This good- 
nes AMoſes doth worthily commend vnto 
vs, teaching vs to make this vſe of it:name 
ly diligeutly, and attentiuely to heare and 
performe thoſe things that God ſpeakes 
vnto vñ. But ho much greater then this 
was the readineſſe and mercie of God to- 
wards ys, who in the ende vouchſafed to 
ſpealce vato vs by his onely begotten ſon, 
leaſt any one ſhould pretend theignorance 
of his willꝰ Being mindefull hereof, let vs 
ſubtnit our ſelues to his will with all our 
hearts, alwayes remembring the ſaying of 
the Apoſtle to the Hebrewesz For, if the 
word ſpoken by Angels was ſteadfaſt, and 
euerie tranſgreſſion and diſobedience te- 
ceived a iuſt recompence of reward: how 
ſhall we eſcape if we neglect ſo great ſal- 
uation, which at the firſt began to bee 
preached by the Lord, and after warde 
was cõfirmed vnto vs by them that heard 
him ? And againe, if hee that deſpiſed 
Moſes lawe dyed without mercy, vnder 
wo 
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two or three witneſſesʒ of how much ſo- 
rer puniſhment ſuppoſe yee ſhall hee bee 
worthy, which treadeth vnder foote the 
ſonne of God, and counteth the blood of 
the new Teſtament as an vnholy thing, 
here with hee was ſanRified, and doth 
deſpight the ſpirice of grace. But, ro the 
laſt part of this Text: wherein becauſe the 
Apoſtle had made mention of Moſet the 
mediator, hee now drawes an argument 
fromthe perſon ot condition of a media- 
tor, wherewith hee confutes them who 
would be iuſtified by the lawe. A media» 
tor, is not amediator of one ; that is to (ay, 
heeis nota mediator berweene ſuch as are 
at vnitie and peace one with another: 
but rather hee is one with them betwixt 
whom he doth mediate. But out Fathers 
when the law was giuen,ſtood in need of 
a mediator,leſt they ſhould be compelled 
to endure thoſegreeuous and terrible yoi- 
ces of God himſelfe proclaiming the law: 
of which their neede — before 

were ignorant, then t Vite 
. — ir when — 2 
uen. By this argument, the Apoſtle eui · 
dently gathers, that the lawe is not 
that meanes, — mam" 
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with God: but tathet by the lawe our mi- 
ſcrable eſtate (as before hath beene decla 
red) is made knowen vnto vs 
Namely, that being ſeparated from 
God, we haue nothing in our ſelues, that 
can defend vs before 6 8 
For Godſ indeed )profeſied himſelſe to be 
their God, and delivered vnto them a law: 
but vnto the ſame he added ſuch conditi- 
ons, xhich whereas they were impoſſible 
to bee performed, they did terriſie tathet 
then comfort miſerable men. T herefore 
Moſes himſelf did ſend them to that great 
Prophet Chriſt Ie ſus, of whom as touching 
his office of mediatotſhip, hee did beate a 
and figure. But now ſome will ob» 


— a ad God then broken his co- 


uenant, that there muſt be a new reconci- 
liation,and therefore amediator? Butthe 
Apoſtle makethanſwer hereunto ſayin 
But God is oneras if hee ſhould haue laid 
God neuer hath broken his couenantz for 
as he is one in eſſence, ſo is hee conſtant 
in himſelfe, and is never changed. But 
becauſe men doe not alwayes ſtand to 
thoſe conditions which GO D preſcnbes 
vnto them, he deales aſter another manner 
with them, And therefore then alſo (for 
matters 
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matters before ſpoken of) there was a 
Lawe giuen, which continued fora time, 
ſo long as there was vſeofit: But now is 
thetime of the new Teſtament, whenthe 
Lawe & the Prophets doeyeeld vnto the 
Goſpell. that thete might be a place as wel 
for the Gentiles, as the remnant of the 
Jews, who forceably entred into the king · 
dome of God. I knowe that others doe 
expound this place otherwiſe, and ſpeake 
much of Chriſt the Mediarour, of the yni. 
ty of God,and equality ofthe Sonne with 
the Father: but the whole Text of the 
words doth ſufſi:iently teach ys, that it is 
not agreeable to the purpoſe of the Apo- 
ſtle. Therfore let vs ayme at the true ſcope 
ofthe Apoſtle: which is ro ſhew,that righ- 
teouſneſſe and peace of conſcience, cannot 
be looked for from the Lawey ſeeing the 
ancient Fathers,to whom the Lawe was 
giuen, were not able to endurethe giuing 
of the ſames much leſſe then ſhall we be a- 
ble to abide it, if God ſhould be willing to 
iudge vs according to the ri ir, 
Therefore as the Iewes ſtoode in neede of 
AMoſes, to be their Mediator: ſo we ſtand 
in need of Chriſt, whõ God hath made the 
Mediator of the new Teſtament _ 
et 
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Let ys therefore acknowledge this ſo 
great a benefit: and leaſt wee ſhould make 
the goodnes of God vnprofitable for vs, 
let vs with a true and conſtant faith em- 
brace Chriſt [eſugzthat he being truely v- 
nited vnto vs may liue in vs, and that wee 
may lead in him a life beſeeming the pro- 
feſsion of Chriſt : applying al wayes vn; 
to our ſelues that which Chriſt ſaid vato 
his Apoſtles vpon the Mount Olize, that 
they ſhould watch and — 

vs therefore apply our ſelues vnto 
that vocation whereunto God hath called 
vs t et vs watch againſt the deceices of the 
world and the duell. Let vs continually 
meditate in the word of God, that is able 
to comfort vs and teach vs. Let vs giue 
place tothe ſpirit,which God hath made 
an aduocate for vs. Let vs ptay continual- 
ly, that he will not ſuffer ys to faint vnder 
tations, Finally, let all our hope bee 
fixed and faſtned in Chriſt Ieſus, who is 
the good ſhepheard,and wil ſuffer no man 
totake his ſheepe, which he bath redee- 
med with his blood, out of his hands, To 
him therfore with the Father and the 
holy Ghoſt, be all honour and 
glory for ever, Amen,
